SERMONS IN VEGETABLES. 


[BY A LOVER OF NATURE. | 
On a Pra, 


f oP you pluck a ripe peascod, and open it, you will find that nature has 

arranged the contents with beautiful symmetry. There is no better 
symbol, to my mind, of neatness and perfection, than rows of peas smiling 
in their native shell. Now if this appears so to me and you, how much 
more to the inhabitants of that paradise ?—I mean the living inhabitants; 
for you must know that just as the universe was made for the comfort and 
deiectation of men, the dwellers on this planet, so the peascod is admirably 
furnished for the entertainment of certain small and wriggling beasts, which 
human beings, not knowing any better, are wont to regard as interlopers, 
In-order to understand how those caterpillars get in there—a thing which 
in its time has puzzled some philosophers just as much as the story of the 
Creation—we must read their history backwards. There they are; a lively 
green family, feeding upon the wall of vegetable fibre which forms the 
enclosure of their domain. They know of no other, or outer world. They 
are framed so as to be independent, in their own persons, of the light 
of heaven ; their life spent in the tranquil enjoyment of eating their way 
out. This is their vocation, and right steadily do they occupy themselves 
therein. Now, how it is that a servant maid cannot detect the presence 
of those caterpillars, by inspecting the outside of the shell, I do not know 
any more than I do how the birds find them out. 
other small soft-billed birds, do not eat peas. Yet, if you have peas 
growing in your garden, you will find many peascods split open by those 
birds. Perhaps you do not know that every one of those shells so opened 
contained a family of caterpillars. To the maid servant all pea-shells 
are alike, and when her thumb expels the contents, causing a cataclysm 
in the race of caterpillars; she is not, as a rule, troubled by any reflection 
as to the fate of those little beasts. Thus it is to be feared that few indeed 
of the tribe of caterpillars succeed in accomplishing their important destiny 
of eating their way out into the light. The calamities that happen to 
them are diverse. They are eaten early in life by keen-eyed soft-billed 
birds, stamped on on kitchen floors, boiled with or without bacon, or scalded

to death in soup, to which they may, as far as anyone knows, give a 
very pleasant flavour. There is, however, in the minds of men, a sad 
prejudice against green caterpillars, especially when cooked and served 
up by accident. Perhaps the saddest fate of all, however, is that of the 
caterpillar which, escaping the different modes of death mentioned above, 
is thrown a weary vagrant, unnoticed, upon the world of the kitchen table 
or floor. I have never felt more pity for anything in this world than I 
have for a belated caterpillar in some regions, stony or otherwise, but at 
all events hard and uninviting, crawling in hopeless insignificance among 
the vastness of chairs and tables, an emblem of despair in its dreariest 
form. Some people merely step, instead of moralising, upon the little 
creature, but the lover of nature is averse to squashing anything. Well, 
as I have said, a few caterpillars survive all these dangers, and eat their 
way out. Then each one straightway endowed by nature with the means 
of spinning its own shroud, dies and comes to life again, a tiny beautiful 
moth. I say dies; for a chrysalis is as much dead as a man in his coffin, 
and if the man is to live again, why not the caterpillar. Then those 
moths lay their eggs on tiny buds, which eggs nature by quick growth

notice of communications which in no case interested him. It is quite 
possible also that the documents in question never got any farther than 
the servants’ hall. Unabashed Protestant Tomfoolery, however, repre- 
sented by 26 persons, by no means daunted by this repulse, calls the 
billsticker to its aid. These 26 Manchester pothouse Protestants intend, 
it seems, if their questions are not answered without delay, to march to 
“the foot of the throne,” and there to disburden themselves of their 
tomfoolery in the presence of royalty. The questions to which they want 
an answer are of the usual pothouse Protestant character, and need not 
therefore be quoted here. We would warn the 26 pothouse Protestants 
of Manchester against the danger into which they threaten to run their 
necks. When a number of persons assemble and march to the foot of the 
throne for the purpose of intimidating the Queen, they render themselves

The 
only other notable matters in the council’s proceedings were raised upon 
side issues. Whether Mr. Whiley occupies his Jeisure moments in 
lining his own pockets, and benefiting his neighbours, by the direction of 
one building society more or less, is to us a matter of indifference. But 
the manner in which this question was raised is of greater importance. 
Mr. Alderman Murray was very indignant at the idea of noticing any 
statements made by an anonymous letter-writer in the newspapers. 
“ That's all very well,” said parochial Mr. Harwood, “ but if the state- 
ments of the anonymous writer are true, and can be proved, are you to 
ignore them?” Mr. Schofield made himself ridiculous by his wonderment 
that the editor of the City News should have published a letter about 
Mr. Whiley at all; but the Council, which recognises its obligations to 
our useful contemporary, corrected this blunder by indignant and re- 
pudiating cries of ‘‘Oh.”’ When it is remembered that the subject of 
Mr. Whiley’s private engagements has occupied the civic fathers for hours 
at a time, the editor of the City News would have shown a remissness 
which is not his characteristic if he had suppressed important facts 
communicated to him relating to it. This small topic was succeeded by 
another. Mr. Stewart, who is nothing if not cantankerous, demanded a 
division upon a question of a proposed small increase of salary to one of 
the Gas Committee’s servants, and the entire Council roll had to be called 
in order that Mr. Stewart, Mr. Bright, Mr. Asquith, and Mr. Howarth, 
should parade a little bit of petty stinginess. There was more time to 
spare than usual on Wednesday, and the needless waste might have been 
overlooked, but for a remarkable incident which enlivened the monotony 
of a one-sided division. When Mr. W. Brown’s name was called he was 
found with his body bent forward, his hands folded before him, and wearing 
a generally pious expression of countenance. The Town Clerk was in a 
dilemma. He did not like to disturb a representative of St. Michael’s at 
his devotions, but duty compelled him to ascertain how he was going to 
vote. With characteristic delicacy, he paused a few moments, and then 
gently asked Mr. Brown, when he had done prayers and obtained 
wished-for guidance, to communicate the result to him officially. It 
will scarcely be believed that the notion of Mr. Brown saying prayers 
convulsed the Conncil with laughter. We do not propose to touch upon 
the more serious matters discussed at the meeting, which have been fully 
reported by our contemporaries. But it would be unpardonable not to 
notice the grateful incident of the presentation to the city, by Mrs. 
Wilson, of Liefchild’s bust of her late husband. Manchester never had a 
worthier son than honest, manly George Wilson. We regret that the 
bust does not do justice to the subject. While the likeness is good, a 
keen, painful fierceness has been given to the strong masculine features, 
very foreign to the genial, tender, lovable character of the man as he 
lived. The presentation was made in the name of Mrs. Wilson, by Mr. 
Alderman Heywood, who is becoming quite a dispenser of art objects, 
and gracefully accepted by the Mayor. Mr. Alderman Baker constituted 
himself a committee of taste to inspect the bust, and Mr. Harwood made 
a searching examination of faults in the red granite column upon which 
it is placed. 

At the close of the proceedings, the Council adjourned to a snowballing 
match in the police yard, and called in Captain Palin as umpire. We are 
authorised to state that it was not Mr. William Birch who knocked Mr. 
Alderman Grundy’s hat over his eyes in Cross Street. We only remark 
that Mr. J. W. Maclure was looking out of his office window at the time.
